WOOL AND WOOL-GROWERS. 

_ A very good suggestion is that for 
the, holding of a wool-growers’ con- 
vention in Sacramento on one or more 
days of the next exposition of the 
State Agricultural Society; and, as 
the proposition appears to be meeting 
with general acquiescence as to time 
and place, the probability is that this 
year will see the birth of an organiza- 
tion which properly should have had 
an existenee for many years in Cali- 
fornia. If it is once organized on a 
sound basis, there is nothing to pre- 
vent its becoming a permanent insti- 
tution, capable of working much good 
to the wool-growing interests of the 
State. In the East and North- 
west the leading wool- growing 
States each has its State wool- 
growers’ association. Vermont, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigarf 
and other States are so supplied, while 
the National Association of Wool Man- 
ufacturers, with headquarters 1n Bos- 
ton, has been in existerfce many years, 
and has grown into avery important 
organization, with power to make its 


influence felt in shaping legislation § 


_ the wool tariff and otherwise pro- 


~ 


moting the interests of wool men. 

This State is so important as a wool- 
growing region that the necessity 
and advantage of such an asso- 
ciation as we have indicated 
are obvious. The Sacramento 
Record-Union, favoring the proposi- 
tion for holding a convention next 
Fall, says: 

Wool interests in California may be 
much enhanced by unity of effort and 
exchange of views among all engaged 
in the industry.

RELIC OF THE WAR. 


The Last {sswe of the Vicksburg Cit- 
jzen”’—One oi the Papers Printed 
ou Ordinary Wall-Paper _Duriug 
the Siege. 

Milwaukee Wisconsin,| 
J. R. Waller, conneo-ed with the St. 

Paul Railway office, is the possessor of 

a relic of the late “unpleasantness” 

which is as novel as it is. interesting. 

The reminder of the dark days of the 

Civil War is a copy of the Daily Citi- 

zen, published at Vickswvurg, Miss., 

July 2, 1863, and was the last number 

issued before the surrender of the 

city to the Union forces under General 
rant, which occurred two days later. 

€ paper contains four columns, sev- 
énteen inches in length, and printed 
on ordinary wall-paper, the protracted 
siege of the city having completely 
depleted the publisher’s stock of pa-| 
ner, The articles are sharp, fiery and 
spicy, entirely in keeping with the ap- 
propriate name of which the pyopri- 
etor of the sheet boasted, J. M. Swords, | 
which appeared in black letters at the 
head- of the column. The people of 
the doomed city were regaled with 
three columns of red-hot rebel edi- 


torial literature, und one column 
of clippings from the North- 
em press, which had evi- 


dently been carefully selected, only 
those recording Union reverses having 
been clipped. ‘The tenor of the edito- 
rials were cheerful, even displaying 
considerable of a braggadocio spirit, 
Gen. Lee about that time having met 
with a series of victories, which fora 
short time cast a gloom over the entire 
North. In the local column the fol- 
lowing in reference to a wedding ia 
colored circles is humorousiy given: 

the din and clash of arms, the 
screech of shells and whistle of bullets, 
which are a continual feature in the 
status of our beleagured city, incidents 
of happiness often arise to vary ina 
cheery way the phases of so stern a 
scene. On the evening of the 20th ult., 
with gaiecty, mirth and good feeling, at 
& prominent hospital of this city, 
through the ministerial offices of a 
chaplain of a gallant regiment, 
Charles Royal, prince’ imperial 
of Ethiopia, of the  Barberigo 
family, espoused the lovely and ac- 
complished Rusa Glass, Archduchess 
of Senegumbia, one of the most ccle- 
brated Princes of the Laundressina 
regime. The affair was conducted 
with great magnificence, though, as 
usual in troublesome times, the sabler 
element was predominant. 


“The foe may hurl their deathly bolts, 
4nd think we are affrighted; 

wWeli pay we scorn them silly colts, 
Our blecks are now united.” 


The defiant spirit of the inhabitants 
of the besieged city is vividly shown 
by the following editorial item: 

‘Porter ig enjoying # season of rest, 
and his men are doubtless obliged to 
him for his kind consideration of their 
welfare. On Thursday he fired a few 
shells from his Parrots, and kept his 
men tolerably busy sharpshooting 
across the river, with no other result 
than might be expected. The mortars 
have not been used for nearly forty- 
eight hours. Poor fool! he might as 
weli give up the vain aspiration he en- 
tertains of capturing our city or exter- 
minating ovr people, and return to his 
master to feceive the reward such a 
gasconading dolt will megs at the hands 
of the unappreciative Government at 
Washington.” 

Another item ot interest refers to the 
scarcity of provisions in the city, in 
which the editor attempts to quiet the 
apprehessions of the residents, at the 
same time condemning in vigorous En- 
a the exorbitant prices demanded 

y local merchants: 

“If aught would appeal to the heart 
of stone of the extortioner with suc- 
cess, the present necessities of our 
citizens would do so. It is needless 
to attempt to disguise from the enemy | 
or our own people that our wants are 
great, but still we can conscientiously 
assert our belief that there is plenty 
within our lines, by an exercise of 
prudence, to last long after succor 
reaches us. Weare s:tisfied there are 
numerous persons within our city who 
have breadstuffs secreted, and are 
doleing it out at the most exorbitant 
figures to, those who had not the fore- 
sight or means at their command to 
provide for the exigency now upon us. 
A rumor has reached us that parties 
in our city have been, and are now, 
selling flour at $5 per pound, molasses 
at $10 per gallon, and corn at $10 per 
burhel' We have not as yet proved 
the fact upon the parties accused, but 
this allusion to the subject may in- 
duce some of our citizens to ascertain 
whether such prices have been paid, 
and to whom; if so, let a brand not 
only be placed upon their brow, but 
let it be seared into their very brain, 
that humanity may scorn and shun 
them as they would the portals of 
heil itself.” 

The issue contains the following ed- 
itorial squib: “On pir.—That the 
great Ulysses—the Yunkee generalis- 
simo, surnamed Grant— has expressed 
his intention of dining at Vicksburg 
on Saturday next, and celebrating the 
Fourth of July by a grand dinner, and 
so forth. When asked if he would 
write General Joe Johnston to join, he 
gaid, ‘No! for fear there will be a row 
at the table.’ Ulysses must get into 
the city beforehe dinesinit. Theway 
to cook a rabbit is ‘first catch the rab- 
bit,’ etc.” 

When the city was® entered by the 
Federals, two days later, the editor 
was evidently one of the first to va- 
cate the ranch. The following note 

was inserted by the Union boys at the 
foot of the last column, the form of 
type probably having been left on the 
press or imposing stone: 

“Nore—July 4, 1663.—Two days 
bring about great changes. The ban- 
ner of the Union floats over Vicks- 
burg. General Grant has ‘caught the 
ravbit;’ he has dined in Vicksburg, 
and he did not bring his dinner wit 
him. The Citizen lives tosee it. For 
the last time it appears on wall-paper. 
No more will it eulogize the luxury of 
mule-meat and fricaseed kitten-—-urge 
Southern warriors to such diet never 
more. This is the last ety a edi- 

tion,and is,excepting this note,from the 
as we found them. It may be 
usable hereafter as a curiosity.”
